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— WT Hans Globke via born September 1, 1889* Mow livoa In Krefeld, 
British Zone, married j Mas three children. Studied lew at Bonn and Cologne 
Unlversltlea, and received the degree of Dr* jr* Served ee Befereadar in 
oourts in Esohveller, Cologne , and Berlin , 1921-1924* Raglerungsaasessor and 
Assistant to the Poll aepraasid ant at iaahsn, 1925-1929* Joined the Ministry 
of the Interior and was assigned to Division I, Verfaaoung and Beoht (Consti- 
tution and Law)* From 1935 on this section also handled foreign nationality, 
and from 1940 on, foreign adainiatratlTvj law, mainly in connection with 
occupied countries In the vest. Globke was regarded h ig h ly in civil service 
circles and was promoted from Oberregierungsrat to Miniaterialrat in 1938* 
Olohke and Wilhelm Stuokart, State Secretary in the Ministry of the Interior, 
co-authored the official comantary on the Nuremberg Laws (Koanentara 
sur deutsohen Eaesengesetagsbung) , which was published by C. H. Beale A Co., 
Munich and Berlin, 1936.
